As 
a result: of the work, water 
was again flowing out of the 
marble lion heads, as i had 
dono for’ centuries before tho 
Christian era, Tho American’ 
School had done a superb job 
of excavating the old aqueduct. 

Other work hod been well ad> 
vanced on streets and shops of 
the old city, also the ruins of 
the theatre and oa 2,500 year 
old magnificent’ Temple of 
Apollo, with huge columns 
over cight feet ‘in diameter. 


Flourishing Busincss 

Another discovery wns that 
of tho Inyout of the Corinthian 
oracle, who did the same 
flourishing business as.that ot 
Delphi, even lf not quite so 
renowned. Tho oracle at 
Corinth was cdnnected by a 


subterranean passageway fitted.| - 


with a mouthpicce that served 
as.a sort of speaking tube.. The 
priest crawled  under-ground, 
and, by a bit of ventriloquism, 
pretended that his words of pro- 
phecy and wisdom issued from 
the mouth 6f the ‘oracle.” 

Much work remained on the 
agenda of the American School 
just before the war, a pro- 
gramme which gave promise of 
even more fascinating excava- 
tions. Perhaps before long the 
werk will be resumed, and 
once -more tourists. will’ visit 
Corinth to see how tHe world 
lived in a busy city centuries 
and centuries ago,
